ISLANDER'S LOSS OF LIFE 42. 


Officers of the \e»»v.f Deny the 
Report 


That They Were'Drinking.

Another riame\ is added 
to the list, of saved—that of Quarter- 
master Hintz. Purser Bishop had gone 
to Skagway to get a full list of those 
who took passage on the steamer and 
until he arrives on the Hating, in a 
few days, nothing further can be given.

either he or the captain was intoxi- 
cated and assert that the Islander was 
well supplied .with lifebelt--. 


London. Aug. 20.—The disaster 
to 


the Canadian Pacific liner Islander is 
commented upon h;r nearly all of to- 
day's papnrs. In some particulars the 
tragedy recalls .the loss of the North 
German Lloyd steamer Elbe, 
which 


sunk off the southeast coast of Eng- 
land in January.
